Ben Ramsey In Lt. 
Governor’s Race 


Austin, May 15.—Ben Ramsey 
of San Augustine, who has a long 
record of service in both houses 
of the Legislature, has formally 
announced his candidacy for lieu­ 
tenant governor of Texas. 
The tall East Texan resigned 
this spring as secretary of state 
in order to prepare to make the 
state race. He was appointed sec­ 
retary of state in January, 1949, 
by the late Governor Beaufort 
Jester and continued to serve un­ 
der Governor Allan Shivers when 
he took office. 
Ramsey began his political ca­ 
reer in 1930 when he was elected 
to the House from San Augus­ 
tine County. He served in the 
House four years and in 1940 was 
elected to the Texas 
Senate, 
where he served eight years. 
The East Texas Senator has 
always been held in high regard 
by his fellow members of the 
Legislature, regardless of differ­ 
ences in voting, and the Senate 
demonstrated this in 1947 by 
electing him president pro-tem- 
pore of the Senate. 
Ramsey, bom and reared in 
San Augustine County, has been 
a leader in the advancement of 
rural electrification in the state. 
For the past ten years he has 
been attorney for the Deep East 
Texas Electric Cooperative, and 
during this time this pioneering 
rural utility has grown into one 
of the largest and most finan­ 
cially sound in Texas. 
Ramsey attended the San Au­ 
gustine public schools and the 
University of Texas. After leav­ 
ing the University in 1931, he be­ 
gan practicing law in San Augus­ 
tine, and immediately became in­ 
terested in the serious East Texas 
problem of soil and forest con­ 
servation. 
The 
Ramsey 
farm 
there now is considered a model 
from a soil improvement stand­ 
point. 
After leaving the Secretary of 
State’s office in Austin, Ramsey 


and his wife returned to San Au­ 
gustine where he resumed his law 
practice. He has been active in 
all community affairs and has 
been a member of the Methodist 
Church for most of his 46 years. 
Ramsey said he is running for 
lieutenant governor because he 
is convinced that the thinking 
people of Texas must take a 
more active interest in their state 
government, to solve their own 
problems in their own way. 
Ramsey has been a consistent 
supporter of improving educa­ 
tional opportunities in Texas, and 
the farm-to-market road improve­ 
ment program.
